World Leaders Scored

Vatican City ~(Radio, NC) — 
The diplomatic resources of the 
world are showing themselves 
bankrupt; morally modern civili- 
zation is a counterpart of the pa- 
gan days before Christ. 


This comment is made by Osser- 
vatore Romano, Vatican City daily, 
on the announcement by President 
Truman that the United States 
will go ahead with construction of 
the new and super-deadly hydrogen 


bomb. The comment was made in 
a front page editorial written by 
the paper’s editor-in-chief, Count 
Giuseppe Dalla Torre. 

However, while the editof sees 
little hope in the political and mor- 
al forces today, he says that reali- 
zation of the “fearsome abyss” in- 
to which these “apocalyptic ar- 
maments” may cast the world may 
yet be a factor to rise to the de- 
fense of 3 If these super weap- 
ons, he declares, “should have the 
result that rather than preventing 
war they prevent the conviction 
that force can defend peace, then 
once more the most happy blessing 
would be achieved through the 
most fatal error.” 


There is need for widespread 
realization of the terribleness of 
the new weapon for such realiza- 
tion will strengthen the spiritual 
sentiments of a timely self eon- 
trol which can still save the world, 
the editor writes. It would give 
hope for a return to Christian de- 
sires, “to a yearning for the wed 
experiment of civilization whic 
the world has not attempted or not 
at least tried fully enough”—Chris- 
tianity. 

Count Dalla Torre describes the 
United States as “one of the peo- 
ples most devoted to, and inter- 
ested in peace. He adds that when 
such a nation undertakes the pro- 
ject of a hydrogen bomb, in spite 
of incalculable expense and the ter- 
rifying previews of its use, it 
amounts to admitting that the 
“cold war“ offers no further ho 
of solution or compromise but “is 
sliding and sinking irresistably to- 
ward actual war.” 

“What must be thought of di- 
plomacy and politics when we have 
reached the point which the ages 
would not have imagined,” the 
writer demands, where the only 
argument for dissuading war is 
“to propose the dilemma of peace 
on the one hand and of not simply 
war but of destruction of civiliza- 
tion, yes even disintegration of life, 
on the other.” 


Eyeing the world’s moral level, 
the writer says the world is “with- 
out Christ,” which means it is at 
the same level as it was “before 
Christ.” When after two world 
conflicts “ostensibly fought as the 
only means of eliminating war and 
achieving disarmanment and pros- 
perity in peace,” men see as the 
only efficacious way of preventing

Human Rights 
Violations To Be 
Heard By Court 


Mindszenty Case One 
Of Many Questions To 
Prompt Consideration 


The Hague—(NC)—The Inter- 
national Court of Justice will hold 
publie hearings here on February 
28 concerning alleged violations of 
the human rights guarantees con- 
tained in the peace treaties signed 
with Bulgaria, Hungary and Rum- 
ania. The Court has been asked 
by the General Assembly of the 
United Nations for an advisory 
opinion concerning the interpreta- 
tion of the treaties. . 

The trial and conviction of 
Cardinal Mindgzenty was one of 
the events that led the General 
Assembly to consider the question 
of the observance in these coun- 
tries of human rights and funda- 
mental oms. 

In an October 1949, resolution 
the General Assembly noted that 
certain of the signatories to the 
peace treaties with Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary and Rumania have charged 
those countries with -violation of 
the human rights articles of the 
treaties and that those govern- 
ments have rejected the charges; 
that the Allied Powers have tried 
unsuccessfully to refer the ques- 
tion of the violations to the heads 
of missions in Sofia, Budapest and 
Bucharest, and have called upon 
the governments of Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary and Rumania to join in ap- 
pointing commissions for the set- 
tlement of the disputes and that 
the latter governments have re- 
fused to appoint representatives. 


It then called upon the Court to 
decide whether the above ex- 
changes disclose disputes subject 
to the provisions for the settlement 
of disputes as set up in the treat- 
jes. In the event they do, the 
Court is asked to decide whether 
Rumania, Hungary and Bulgaria 
are obligated to carry out the pro- 
visions of the disputed articles. If 
the decision is “yes” then the 
Court must decide whether, when 
one party fails to appoint a repre- 
sentative to a Treaty Commission,

Enemies Of Chur

AST week we called the attention of our readers to a bogu$ 
letter, widely circulated among non-Catholics, designed 
to arouse latent prejudices against the Catholic Church. 


The Church never fears any attacks whether made by 
sectarian leaders or by atheists or Communists. She has be- 
come accustomed to them during the 1900 years of her exis- 
tence and always saw them boomerang against those who 
hurled them. Those who know Catholics from personal con- 
tact, who know her clergy, and the spiritual-mindedness of 
her Bishops, only become provoked when they see the Church 
dishonestly maligned. 


Last week we noted that The New Age, the official organ 
of the 33° Scottish Rite Freemasonry, Southern Jurisdiction, 
had, only a few months ago, published something quite simi- 
lar to that which is now being used by those who have been 
trying to make a case out of the so-called stoning of a few 
Baptist workers in Italy. We have refuted that charge. 


But this New Age has, over many years, lent itself to 
the presentation of unfounded accusations, We recall so 
distinctly when it started a Klan paper in Washington, D. C., 
in which it sought the support of the late President Harding 
and of the late Senator Underwood, of Alabama. Both of 
these gentlemen, when apprised of its deception, wrote a 
letter to the writer repudiating it. It carried as a sub-head 
under its title “Freemasonry’s Representative at the National 
Capital,” but after a few weeks dropped that sub-head be- 
cause of protests. It has repeatedly misrepresented the Cath- 
olic position in relation to the Federal Aid Bills presented for 
the consideration of Congress. 8 


The letter sent out by the Council of Methodist Bishops 
of New York, whose secretary is Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, 
again misrepresented the Catholic position regarding Federal 
Aid. They have been informed many times that the Catholic 
Bishops of the United States do not now and never did ask 
for “support” of their parochial schools. Yet they tell Metho- 
dist ministers throughout our country that the Catholic 
Bishops are after public funds for the “support” of their 
schools. 

That the American people are not deceived was clear

it opened. Inside it was filled with 
most rare and precious jewels. 

The point of the story is, of 
course, that outward appearances 


are often deceiving. And so they 


are, for outwardly Catholics look 
like everyone else. They have two 
eyes, two ears, two arms just like 
everyone, but within there is a 
world of difference. 


For the soul of the real Catholic 


is a thing of beauty. A Catholic 


who is free from serious sin is liv- 
ing the supernatural life. Not only 
like all other people does he live on 
the natural plane, but he lives on a 
plane above nature; his is the 
supernatural life. 


Birth into the supernatural life 
comes for the Catholic shortly aft- 
er his natural birth. It is when 
baptized that the Catholic, receiv- 
ing sanctifying grace, is born into 
the supernatural life. The only 
way sanctifying grace can be lost 
is by mortal or deadly sin. It can 
be regained by confession or per- 
fect contrition. 

Sanctifying grace works almost 
a miracle in the soul. For one who 
is in the state of sanctifying grace, 
who is living the supernatural life 
such a one is showered with won- 
drous gifts from God. 

No longer an enemy, he is a 
friend of God, but more than a 
friend he is a son of God. Nota 
natural son it is true but an adopt- 
éd son. With our limited minds 
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h the reception of 46 converts in a ceremon 


we can hardly imagine the great- 
ness of this. If we are free from 
serious sin we are sons of God. 
God Almighty in a single magnan- 
imous gesture makes us puny crea- 
tures His sons—so great is His 
love for us. Nor would we be in- 
clined to believe this were it not 
told us by God through the gospel 
of St. John. 
cited every day at Mass, St. John 
says in speaking of Christ, “He 
came unto His own and His own 
received Him not. But to as many 
as received Him He gave the power 
of becoming sons of God.” 


Being sons of God makes us heirs 
of heaven. This is what St. Paul 
says in his letter to the Galatians, 
“We... receive the adoption of 
sonship; and if a son, an heir also.” 
And so just as a son receives the 
inheritance of his father in this 
world, so also will we receive the 
inheritance of our heavenly Father 
which is Paradise. For this reason

Lent Offers Opportunities 
For Penance To Students

OD in His Divine Nature could not suffer; therefore, He took on our 

human nature that He, as man, might suffer a bitter agony and die 
to atone for the sins of man. Next week, the beginning of Lent, the 
Church forcefully brings these thoughts of Christ’s sufferings before 
our minds in the liturgy. Lent for us, then, should be a time of 
special penance and reparation for past sins. 

Just as when one is to appear for a public performance, & long 
preparation is made to insure a perfect entertainment, so Christ went 
into the desert for 40 days before He began His public life, denying 
Himself every comfort. It is in commemoration of this forty-day fast 
that the Church asks her children to, enter each spring into a penten- 
tial period called Lent. 


Certainly Christ, the All-Holy, did not need to do penance; neither 
did He need preparation, being the Infinitely Perfect One. Why then 
did He deny Himself? There could be but one answer—love. Only love 
for man could cause Him to suffer a bloody sweat, a brutal scourging, 
a merciless crowning with thorns, and a cruel death. Thus mankind was 
redeemed and heaven opened. Christ did not need to suffer to such an 
extent, but He wanted to make such an impression on us that it would 
cause us to appreciate His sufferings and think enough of our own soul 
to save it. 

Making sacrifices for forty days sounds rather hard doesn't it? 
But God it not asking us to spend it as He did in a desert. He still 
Jeaves us with our friends. We can be sure that no matter what we do 
for Him we will be storing up graces for eternity. Eternity seems a 
long way off, and sometimes we are tempted to forget it in favor of 
the present. It’s easy to put such things aside to a later date, but think 
of all the graces that are escaping us right now—graces which we 
might desperately need some time, and perhaps before we realize it. 
The world is growing more full of dangers to our Faith and morals 


daily. If we do not try to do our bit to make this a better world, much 
precious time is being wasted. Everyone is talking about how quickly | 
time flies.

A Day Of Recollection 


The Holy Season of Lent offers 
the perfect opportunity for an ex- 
amination of conscience as to the 
content and quality of the religious 
part of our fourfeld parish youth 
program. Are we, through our 
religious program and our youth 
program in general, bringing 
YOUTH CLOSER TO CHRIST?

And, just as that type of examina - 


tion of conscience is in order at this 
time, so also is a personal exam- 
ination of conscience on the part of 
our young people. The beginning 
of Lent would seem an ideal time 
to plan a Day of Recollection. 


The following suggestions are 
made in the hope that they will be 
of assistance in planning your DAY 
OF RECOLLECTION in your par- 
ish: 


START EARLY: We suggest the 
early part of Lent as an appropri- 
ate time. Announce the date as 
soon as possible, as often as pos- 
sible and in as many ways as pos- 
sible. Make your arrangements 
with the priest who is to give the 
Day of Recollection several weeks 
in advance, in order that you may 
get the person you want for the 
occasion. 


THEME: The priest who is to 
give your Day of Recollection will 
have definite ideas as to the theme 
for your one day retreat. However 
he will most probably want to con- 
sult with your youth director. An 
explanation of your program and 
the current emphasis you are giving 
it will help Father plan a day that 
will-be meaningful for the young 
people. Certainly, Lent and Voea- 
tion Month just ahead afford many 
possibilities that will lend them- 
selves to the planning of a stim- 
ulating Day. 


WORKING COMMITTEES: The 
boys might be responsible for pub- 
licity and any arrangements in the 
Church or Hall where the meetings 
will take place. The girls might 
work with a group of women (e. g. 
your adult sponsors) on the pre- 
breakfast and luncheon prepara- 
tions. There might also be a lit- 
erature committee to gather and 

ake available spiritual reading. 


THE DAY ITSELF: The follow- 
ing schedule is suggested for your 
Day of Recollection. It can he 
adapted to your situation and needs 
as necessary. 


8:00—Mass and Holy Commun- 
on. 


9 :00—Breakfast. 

10 :60—Registration. 
10:30—First Conference. 
11:30—Second Conference. 
12:10 — Examination of 


science. 


12:30—Lunch. 

2:15—Third Conference. 

3:00—Fourth Conference. 

3:40 — Benediction and Papal 
Blessing. 

1. Spiritual reading may be de- 
sirable during breakfast and lunch. 

2. Silence is usually desirable at 
all times, except during the period 
after lunch. 

3. Books, pamphlets, and maga- 
zines dealing with religious topics 
should be available. Books may be 
secured from school and other li- 
braries. 

4. If possible, the Retreat Mas- 
ter and parish priest should be 
available between conferences for 
private interviews. 


Next week: A suggested Parish
